A Drama For the State, WhJoh Will He* 
Be Enacted In New York. 


An American play-writer has been to 


some time engaged iu the composition 
of a drama of contemporary life in 
which the chief character ie to be a fa- 
mous American statesman, now deceas- 
ed. Tho title which ho has chosen for 
it is "Elaine, a Tragedy." It certainly 
looks like bad taste to dramatise, at 
least' in this generation, the career of 
the American hero named, bat the au- 
thor maintains that he can do it inof- 
fensively and in such a way w to dig- 
nify his subject, as the life of Mr. Blaiuo 
was full of dramatic material, and as 
there were scenes in it which wonld be 
especially serviceable for a drama of 
real life. He says that Shakespeare made 
use of personages who lived not long 
before his time, and even of some who 
were his contemporaries, and he gives 
;ho .names of other playwriters who have 
used their acquaintances in their stags 
compositions. When reminded that ejen 
;ho greatest and most piotrfreeqna 
cans of past times, from the days of 
Washington to those of Lincoln, had 
lever been used successfully for dramat- 
o material, as Shakespeare used 'tho 
kings of England, he replied that Uiia 
was a thing which wonld surely'yell Be* 
done in this country, as It has been done 
n other lands, and that, in any event, 
t is hia purpose to begin the anderteJc- 
ng.

Horrors Described by a 


Victim. 


"Yes. I'm a fiend, as the opium 


smoker is teimed. Don't I look it ? J 
carry tho sign in my haggard and sal- 
low face, dialated eyes, the whites ol 
which are tinged with yellow, and the 
peculiar lestlessnes of the limbs. 
used to have some shame and for a long 
time denied that I was a victim and 
tried in every available way to cover up 
the sign that I knew only too well was 
becoming apparent, but it baa got the 
better of me now and I have lost all 
pride 
01 
shame, or whichever 
it 


may be called, that sometimes keeps 
a fallen wretch semi-respectable, 
shun \vhat were once my friends, and 
acquaintances I never make. The ac- 
cursed tray with its flickering lamp and 


tp_ jne what ambition, 
appiness and knowl- 


edge are to other men. The rough 
couch, spread with coarse matting, is a 
downy bed, and the sputtering of the 
sticky mass, as it is held in the flame 
during the cooking process,is tome 
the sweetest of music. The odor that 
arises from the opium as it burns, 
while nauseating to those unacustomed 
to it, is as atter of roses to a fiend. 
Come with me and I'll steer you to a 
joint, and give you an object lesson 
that yon may the better describe to 
yonr readers the art, that without 
doubt originated in Hell. 


"How 
do we form the habit ? Well 


that is hard to answer. Every fiend 
has a theory as to how he began and an 
excuse for not quitting. Some will tell 
you that the first pull at the pipe was 
simply from curiosity. It was tried 
again and the silent monster had them 
m its coils. Others will say that it 
was presci ibed as a remedy for some 
tnagmary ailment, and the use of it 
soon developed into an insatiable de- 
sire. Now and then a victim will be 
'rank enough to admit that he took to 
t as a relief for mental or physical 
>ain, but these are 
few, for suicide is 


easier, surer and the living death is 
avoided. 


THE JOINT. 


Well, here we are, its a little dim 


jut don't be afraid, you won't fall into 
any pit, simply be careful, save your 
lead from 
bumps and 
follow me 


,hrou?h this narrow and dingy pass- 
ige." 


Here is the door to the joint. We 


are obliged to gain admittance by a 
series of signals and a short dialogue 
fully understood by the fiend and 
owner of the joint. First a gentle 
drumming of the fingers on the door 
which ia answerad from within with 
"nay soy ah," (who is there.) The fiend 
replies, "un goi," (it is I.) From with- 
in comes, "noy soy un," (who 
is it?) A 


name is given that has been agreed 
upon previously and the Chinese words 
"hoy 
mon" (open the door.) The door 


is partially opened by the proprietor 
and if his inspection of the visitor is 
satisfactory he is admitted into a room 
with low ceilings, no windows, two or 
three bunks arranged on one side of 
the room and on the other a large flat 
couch covered with matting, on the 
centei of which is the layout, the dimly 
burning lamp in the tray being the 
only light. Tho air is stifling and the 
reporter is anxious to escape, but his 
guide makes himself at home, con- 
verses with the Chinamen, throws him- 
self down on the couch and begins 
preparations to "hit the pipe." This is 
a den where now and then occur scenes 
and orgies too revolting to be described, 
and yet the frequenters of these foul 
places aie men and women, and some- 
times boys and girls of tender age en- 
ticed within these walls to be, perhaps, 
forever lost to relatives and friends 
and the world, simply to satisfy the 
grasping and lustful celestial. 
Our 


guide proceeds to exhibit and describe 
what in called 


THE OPIUM LAYOUT. 


The habit is called "yen yon pbon." 


The tray may be of tin or Japanese 
wood and designed according to the 
wealth of the proprietor of the joint. 
On this stands the lamp, "yen ong;" 
the pipe, "yen tern" or "tinng;" the 
pipe bowl, "yen ow;" the needle or 
small rods, "yen hock;" box to hold 
opium, "hop toy;" sponge to wipe bowl, 
"lem sue;" scraper, "yen gowj" opium, 
'hop." 


Tho lamp is a small glass affair with 


a double wioking, covered with a glass 
globe with a small opening at the top. 
The pipe is a piece of bamboo about 
eighteen inches long by an inch and a 
quarter in diameter, highly polished 
and 
fancifully ornamented; a half 


dozen steel rods about the size of an 
ordinary darning needle; throe or four 
bowls made of hardwood or earthen- 
ware with flat top, octagon sides and 
tapering to a point so as to fit into a 
hole in tho side of the bamboo stem. 
The bowl seems to be a solid piece, the 
only opening apparent being a small 
one in the center of the flat top, little 
larger than the point of the steel 
needles. The opium box is generally 
made of horn with a tightly fitting top 
but sometimes tin is used. The scraper 
is an ordinary pointed knife which is 
ueed to scrape out the pipe, and every 
particle of these scrapings is saved 
and worked over, and 
this staff 


called"yen she,"or second opinm.is sold 
to tb« poorer claitee.

procured to make it an object then it 
is boiled in a copper kettle fo* ei/or 
eight hours,and the scrapings of opium 
cans mixed with it during the boiling 
process. When it has become cooked 
and of the proper consistency it is put 
back into cans aud kept for two weeks, 
when it is ready foi use, but the older 
it gets the more valuable it becomes 
and is considered snperior to imported 
opium. It looks, smells, and tastes 
like genuine opium, but if used to ex- 
cess is much more dangerous in its 
effects than new opium. The poorer 
classes can afford to buy this in five 
and ten cent doses and enjoy the 
novelty and effects of a smoke at smal 
cost. They save the scrapings them 
selves when smoking and prepare i 
over and over again to save expense. 


THE BEST OPIUM 


Is called "lai yuen," and is purchased 
by weight, one "foon" being one mark 
on the scales, fourteen foona being 
worth twenty-five cents. Upon open- 
Ing the box containing the opium a 
mixture is discovered about the con- 
sistency of tar and nearly as black 
The odor is peculiar but not altogether 
unpleasant when first tried, but il 
sniffed at several times is apt to nause- 
ate. 


SMOKTNO THE DBUG. 


After procuring a supply for our 


guide he proceeds to show the manner 
in which the " dope " is prepared and 
smoked. He takes a recumbent posi- 
tion on one side of the layout, picks up 
the stem and bowl, carefully adjusts 
the latter, takes one of the little rods 
and gathers a lump of the substance 
out of the box about the size of a pea. 
This he rolls back and forth on the flat 
top of the pipe bowl, every now and 
then holding it in the flame of the 
lamp, where it fizzles and sputters, 
sending out an odor that makes a 
novice feel as if he was just starting on 
his first sea voyage. He barns and 
rolls the drug alternately, frequently 
sticking the needle down into the small 
opening in the pipe, until finally it be- 
comes hard and the right size to be 
>ushed into the bowl. He then turns 
.he face of the bowl to the lamp, places 
;he stem in his mouth and draws a con- 
rinous breath that makes the onlooker 
fear that an explosion may occur, nor 
does he stop the inhalation until the 
lamp of opium is consumed. He seems 
to hold his breath while be quietly pro- 
ceeds to prepare another pipe and when 
again ready he exhales the smoke he 
has held in his lungs all this time, and 
the observer woaders if he has held his 
breath the while. He has not, but by 
some method known to the initiated he 
has retained the smoke until all of the 
poison it contained has been absorbed 
into his system. 


THE EFFECT. 


He repeats the art again and again 


until his movements become slower, a 
dreamy expression appears in his eyes, 
then they become totally expression- 
less, the muscles of his face relax, his 
movements are mechanical, suddenly 
he drops back on the pallet dead; no, 
not dead in the true sense, but as near 
as one can get to that myuterious stage 
and live. For an hour he remains in 
this stupor, then rises, takes a drink 
of tea from an urn that always sets 
near at hand, aud goes out in the world 
hating himself and his fellow men, but 
only to return at regular intervals and 
repeat the seance. 


THE SENSATIONS. 


The sensations of the opium fiend 


while passing under the influence of 
the drug are few, but exquisite. At first 
the blood tingles in his veins, then 
courses through them with a rush, a 
pleasant warmth pervades his body, 
he seems to grow as light as air and 
suddenly feels 
himself vanish into 


nothingness, the transposition from 
the cares and turmoil of the world to 
the "pipe hitter's" heaven causing feel- 
ings of ecstatic bliss. 


THE VISIONS. 


Jules Vernes' fictions are realities. He 


traverses the mysterious depths of the 
oceano 
and reads the secrets of 


ages at a glance. A flash and ho has 
encircled the world. Landscapes that 
would put to shame a vision of Para- 
dise flit through his brain. A trip to 
the moan is but the twinkling of an 
eye, and he dashes onward to Sirius, 
the almost invisible sun, and waves a 
friendly salute to the inhabitants of 
Venus and Jupiter as he passes them 
by. He overtakes Biela's comet in its 
instantaneous flight and races with it, 
then waving it K cheerful adieu passes 
on into space and visits and hobnobs 
with the Pleaides. But see, he stirs I A 
long, deep sigh, almost a sob, and he 
rises to a sitting position. The drug 
has lost its effect, he rubs his eyes, looks 
languidly about, recognizes the familiar 
eights of the den, and murmurs, " Why 
did I not die?" 


THE HOBBOBS AND HALLUCINATIONS. 
When the fiend cannot procure his 


regular stipend of the "dope" he suffers 
all the tortures of the damned. Physi- 
cal suffering is intense, sleeplessness, 
loss of appetite, an infernal craving 
that even alcoholic stimulant will not 
satiate, cramping and knotting of th 
muscles and tendons throughout big 
anatmoy accompanied by the most ex- 
cruciating pain. He cannot remain 
quiet, he moves from one place to an- 
other in the vain hope that relief will 
eon*. fi« *eekithe<iatetittge«ea«of 


opium pills, morphine or anything the 
will give him temporary relief. H 
loses flesh and the agony that he i 
constantly compelled to endure drive 
him almost insane. If 'Mien exhaus 
tion affords him a short respite from 
the physical horrors and he falls into 
restless sleep, be is haunted by ex 
agerated visions of venomous reptile 
and insects that seem to bury the! 
fangs and stings in his flesh, beast 
with flashing eyes and foaming mouth 
drive him to desperation, and with i 
shriek and a wild effort to escape he 
awakes, simply to undergo again the 
agony of the waking hours. This goes 
on from day to day, the victim fleeluj 
from the demon that follows him, anc 
praying for death to relieve him. He 
would be willing to do any act to ge 
one more pull at the pipe, aud thus he 
keeps on until broken in mind anc 
body he becomes a pitiful object anc 
perhaps a gibbering idiot.

Teacher.

ED JOURNAL:—I have noticed in some 


of the Nevada papers that a new course 
of study for the various public schools is 
to be arranged, so as to bring the pub- 
lic schools in touch with the Univer- 
sity. 


If this move is to be a new emphasis 


laid on the three "r's," with Swinton in 
the lead, a set of dilletanti, elected in 
parlor caucus as a board of originat- 
ors (?) heaven defend us. 


If it is a new movement with the 


school workers of the State, investigat- 
ing along the lines of new and original 
school work with the State Superin- 
tendent as a kind of pilot, heaven be 
praised. 


I think the thought was to bring the 


public schools in harmony with the 
University. Who ever heard of build- 
ing from the top downward, in house 
or ship, or tower or plant T Nor can 
men nor women be 'built that way. 
They always commenoe as little boys 
and little girls and grow upward into 
men and women. The foundation is 
laid in the home; the kindergarten, the 
primaries and if scientifically laid that 
s systematically with the best mater- 
al and the structure b^ symetrically 
railded through grammar and high 
school grades, the boys and girls will 
demand a more progressive program 
!rom thfi University, when they reach 
it, as well as the University demanding 
something better from them than they 
jet now. 


No one is above the need of sugges- 


tions. I believe" the difference between 
the progressive and crystalized nations 
is that the former are learning from 
every source and that the latter are 
sufficient to themselves. 


Why doesn't the State Superintend- 


ent of Public Instruction ask sugges- 
tions from the teachers of this State, 
in regard to what each considers the 
best line of work for his gradq T I am 
sure he would learn a few-things that 
might be new to him and perhaps 
worthy of notice. If nothing new should 
be brought forth by such a course the 
teachers in this State must be on a par 
with—what? shall I say some of the 
school officials ? 


SUaOESTIONS. 


I hope that the State Superintendent 


may see this paper, so I am going to 
make some suggestions unasked. Tike 
them for what they are worth—in re- 
gard to the lines of work for the pri- 
maries. 


First. Every primary room should 


be supplied with a good prism; the 
more the merrier—The color spots in 
the room are always a source of inter- 
est to tbe little folks, colored paper, a 
good microscope, a dozen would be 
better, and a recording thermometer 
and barometer. These are the neces- 
sities, not tbe maximum requirements. 


Plants of Nevada—Not Massachm- 


etts, nor North Carolina, nor the jung- 
les of India. 


Let the work to be done in plants 


come month by month from the office 
of the State Superintendent
